MR. CROKER MARRIED 
IN THE STRAUS HOME 


Crowd About St. Agnes’s and 
‘Notoriety Caused a Change 
in the Plans. 


ans CHILDREN NOT THERE

Former Tammany Chief’s Bride 
Looked Pretty in White, with 
Her Hair in Indian Fashion. 


Richard Croker, the former leader of 
Tammany, and: Miss Bula Benton Bad- 
mondson, a descendant of Sequoyah, 
who. invented the Cherokee alphabet of 
eighty-six characters, were married at 
12:30:.0’clock yesterday. at the home of 
Nathan. Straus, 27 West Seventy-second 
Street, just two hours after the -wed- 
ding ‘had been scheduled to take place 
in-the rectory of St. Agnes’s Catholic 
Church in East Forty-third Street. Pre- 
vious: to the wedding the bride and 
bridegroom had been playing hide and 
go seek with a large number of re- 
porters, photographers, and moving-pic- 
ture men. ‘This, Mr. Croker said later, 
was largely responsible for delaying 
the wedding’ and changing the scene of 
the ceremony. 

: At 10:80 o'clock Forty-third Street and 
Lexington Avenue was blocked in front 
of St. Agnes’s Church. The crowd con- 
sisted largely of ragamuffins in black 
face and motley attire, masquerading in 
honor of Thanksgiving Day, who had 
gathered to catch a glimpse of the prin- 
cipals in what they had heard was to 
be an Indian wedding. When the wed- 
ding finally did take place in the Straus 
home it appeared that the principal dif- 
ference between the ‘‘ Indian’’ wedding 
and other weddings was in the presence 
of three best men. Thomas F. Smith, 
Secretary of Tammany; Andrew Freed- 
man, and Mr. Straus were Mr. Croker’s 
best men. 


Croker’s Family Not Present. 


No relative of -Mr. Croker was pres- 
ent at the ceremony. At the Croker 
home at 5 East Seventy-fourth Street 
later in the afternoon it was said that 
both of his sons were out of town, and 
that while his daughter, Ethel, was in 
the city, she would not discuss the wed- 
ding.

MICHIGAN AGROUND, 


BUT IN NO DANGER, 
Stern Touches Bottom at Anchor 
Off Cape Henry—Probably 
Afloat at Next High Tide. 


. WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—The battle- ; 


ship Michigan, which grounded today 
off Cape Henry, is uninjured and in no 
danger and probably will be floated at 


high © tide. according to a message to 
the Navy Department tonight from Capt. 
Niblack, commanding. The attempt to 
float her will be made about 3 A. M. 
tomorrow. _ 

Capt. Niblack’s message said the 
Michigan came in about 3 _ o'clock 
this morning’ in a heavy fog and an- 
chored in shoal water, thirty feet deep. 
She grounded slightly astern. Tugs 
from the Norfolk Navy Yard were 
standing by to assist in getting the ves- 
sel off. 

The Michigan-is a sister ship to the 
South Carolina and was built at New 
York. She is of 16,000 tons displace- 
ment, with a speed of 18% knots and is 
450 feet long. She has a complement 
of 869 officers and men and, while she 
was’ designed’ before the dreadnoughts, 
was the first of the “ all big gun ships.” 

Capt. Niblack said the Michigan was 
coming in slowly through the fog when 
the lead line showed the water to be 
shoaling rapidly. .The.- vessel stopped 
and came to anchor at once in thirty 
feet of water. It was high tide at the 
time, but the tide had already set out, 
and before she could be withdrawn to 
deeper water the Michigan grounded 
aft, where her draft was greatest, al- 

ou: ‘only a small portion of her 
length rested on the soft bottom. Capt. 
Niblack believed the battleship. would 
float herself free at high water tomor- 
row morning, when there would again 
be thirty feet of water under BAe a | 


Michigan’s mean draft is 24 
inches. 


NORFOLK, Va., Nov. 26.—The battle- 
ship Michigan, which a receding ‘tide 
left aground just inside Cape Henry 
early today, had not been floated to- 
night. The weather was fair and the 
vessel was not believed to be in danger, 
but four naval tugs and three supply 
ships were standing by. During the 
day the tugs made several unsuccecss- 
ful attempts to release the Michigan, 
and tonight Navy Yard officials here 
said they still hoped she might be’ re- 
leased without lightering. 

The Michigan was on her way with 
other ships of the Atlantic fleet from 
the Southern Drill Grounds to Hampton 
Roads. She is near the Tail of the 
Horseshoe, several miles inside the bay, 
undamaged, according to advices reach- 
ing here. 

A radio message from the Ca = Henry 
Lightship. reporting the Sotiicaa S 
plight said there was a light fog at the 
time of the accident.- All her officers 
and men remain aboard.

NORTHERN FRANEE, Nov. 26, (Dis- 
patch to The London Standard.)—A re- 
markable feat has-.earned distinction for 
the commander of a dirigible, who was 
sent out to destroy a railway junction 
occupied by the Germans. Fiying low, 
after evading the German searchlights, 
the -dirigible dropped its first three 
bombs in rapid succession, but the 
fourth, after its mechanism had been 
set going, failed to slide from its tube. 
The dirigible was in imminent danger 
of being blown to pieces, but the com- 
mander boldly climbed out on the 
framework with an axe in his hand, 
now under the full glare of searchlights 
and pelted with. bullets, and hacked 
away the tube and its projectile just in 
time. The bomb exploded 300 feet be- 
low. The dirigible was tossed in all 
directions, but got away safely, its pur- 
pose having been fully accomplished.

Public Hostility: Imperiled Due 
Process of Law, Supreme } 
Court Justice..Holds. 


BUT DENIES WRIT OF ERROR 


With, Lamar, Deems Georgia Decis- 
ion Final—Appeal to-Full Su- 
preme Court Monday.

WASHINGTON, -Nov. 26.—Associate 
Justice Holmes’ eof the Supreme Court 
of the United States, in‘an opinion re- 
fusing to grant a writ of error to bring 
the case of Leo M. Frank, convicted of 
the murder of -Mary Phagan, a factory 
girl, in Atlanta in 1913, before the 
highest Federal court, expressed serious 
doubt as to Frank’s» having had the 
benefit of due process of. law in the 
trial that ended with his being sentenced 
to death. - Justice Holmes ‘did not ‘base 
this doubt on the fact that Frank was 
absent from the court room when the 
verdict was rendered, but on the fact 
that the trial took place ‘“‘in the ptes- 
ence of a hostile \demonstration™. and 
seemingly dangerous crowd, thought ‘by 
the presiding Judge to be ready for 
violencs unless a verdict of guilty was 
rendered.” 

Justice Holmes’s opinion, which was 
given’ yesterday to Henry Alexander: of 
Frank’s counsel, following the counsel's 
application for a writ of error, follows: 


I. understand that I am.to assume 
that the allegations. of fact.in the 
mation ae set aside are true: On 

I very seriously doubt 
if {ne ‘Detttdense (Frank) has had 
due process: of law-—not: on the 
ground of his absence when the ver- 
dict was rendered so much as be- 
cause of the trial taking plate in the 
presence of a hostile demonstration 
and seem ingly Gangereus crowd, 
thought by the -presiding Judge to 
be ready. for violence unless a verdict 
of guilty was rendered. 

I should not feel pre 

a writ of error if E did: not consider 
that I ‘was bound by the decision of 
the guirenue Court of Georgia that 
the motion to set aside came too late; 
and even if I thought that the sug- 
gestion of waiver was. not. enough to 
meet the constitutional quesion and 
the- right. to bring the case here. «I 
understand from the head-note and 
the opinion that the’case was finished 
when the previous motion for a new 

was denied by the Supreme 
Court, -and; as cases must be endéd 
at some time, that, apart from any 
question of waiver; the second motion 
— too late.

Before the. application for a writ of 
error was taken to Justice’ Holmes, it 
had been denied by Justice Lamar of 
the same court, who is the_presiding 
judge. for. both Federal districts in 
Georgia. . While Justice Lamar ex- 
pressed no views as to a denial of due 
process of law, his opinion, which also 
was made public today, referred cas- 
ually to the cogency of argument for 
new trials based on the “ disorderly 
eonduct of the crowd in and out of the 
courtroom.” 


Apparently greatly encouraged by the 
view of the case taken by Justice 
Holmes, counsel for Frank have decided‘ 
to take the case before the full Supreme 
Court, “This will be done next Monday, 
when Mr. Alexander will ask the court's 
leave to file with it a petition for a 
writ of. error. Pending the presenta- 
tion of that request it is not. thought 
that Mr. Alexander will. present ~ his 


petition to any other individual Justice 
of the court.

ATROCITIES IN GALICIA. 


| Austrians Accused of Wholesale 
Murder and Executions. 


LEMBERG, Galicia, Nov. 26.—A com- 
mittee appointed to investigate condi- 
tions in Galicia reports that there have 
been wholesale murders, executions, and 
excesses. of every description. Thou- 
sonds of starving and homeless families 
give evidence of these conditions. 

The Russian population, the committee 
says, suffered most severely, less from 
the natural consequences of war than 
from the cruelty of Austrian officials, 
who always suspected the loyalty of the 
Galician populace, and have acted with 
marked severity since the beginning of 
the war. 

The committee reports it established 
the fact that in seven counties 258 men 
have been shot or hanged, including two 
priests. Throughout Galicia it is esti- 
mated 10,000 arrests have been made 


‘}and 1,000 executions have taken place. 


In five counties, the committee states, 
its members. counted 4,060 burned home- 
steads. In the county ir which Prazemysl 
is situated: there are 3,620 families, with 

8,800 children under five years of age, 
who are homeless. i 

Robbery and the sacrilege of churches 
are reported, and it is said that whole 
families, including babies, children, and 





decrepit old men—in one instance a deaf 
mute—have been thrown into. prison. 

Near Przemysl, the committee reports, 
every village has been burned. In the 
neighborhood of Jasio, 160 persons in a 
deserted hamlet were “foand to have been 
hanged. 

Most of these outrages are said by the 
committee to have been committed by 
Hungarians. It et stated that Cossacks. 
who were pursuing a staenene 0 
Hungarians, found the pody of o: 
sian girl who had been crucified. 
also alleged that in one field 1 
five persons, horribly mutilated, 
ponstved. The committee reports that ai 
‘hape acts have been authenticated. 

The report said that the Russian troops 
had been aroused to a high pitch of fury 
against the enemy. 

The members of the committee made 
their investigations under the direction 
of. its President, Count Bobrinsky, Gov 
ernor General of Galicia.

AUSTRIANS WANT PEACE. 


Said to Fear Dissolution of Empire 
—May Abandon Cracow. 


Special Cable to THe NEW YORK TIMES. 

COPENHAGEN, Nov. 26, (Dispatch 
to. The London. Times.)—A_ well-in- 
formed and trustworthy traveler who 
has just arrived from Vienna says the 
situation there is very bad. The num-~ 
ber of unemployed is increasing. All 
wish for peace as quickly aa possible. 

Between 150,000 and 200,000 fugitives 
from Bukowiria and Galicia, especially 
from Cracow, are spreading pafttc in the 
whole of North Austria. 

The ultimatum to Servia was made in 
Germany and German’s scheme was 
only adopted by Austria because the 
German Imperial Chancellor had given 
assurances that Austria’s claims would 
be carried through without war. Aus- 
tria only. wanted to get rid of Servia’s' 
agitation in the Austrian districts. 

Austria. wishes now for peace, and if 
she must yield up Galicia, which is seen 
already to bé practically lost forever to 

Rew d. several districts to 
spenee Fi ae ‘solély. on condition 
that Europe should guarantee the in- 
tegrity of the rest of the Austrian Em- 
pire. 

Austrians of high standing declare that 
if Austria does not get peace very soon 
the result will be the dissolution of 
Austria and the annihilation of the mon- 
archy.

-The operations along the battle front 
in Frahce and Belgium continue to be 
minor: assayits; involving only a resi- 
ment or two. The Germans have made 
futher progress near Vailly, while the 
French have balancéd the account 
with similar progress west of Souain. 

Such-a cessation of large-scale fight- 
ing’ can hardly last for many days. 
The present condition is like that of 
two boxers sparring while feeling out 
each other's defense. Sooner or later’ 
one side will get the other sized up 
and will figure out a plan of action 
that appears to give an advantage in 
the fighting. Aggressive action will 
then result in a renewal of powerfully 
supported attacks such as are neces- 
sary for any important engagement. 

Reports from the Netherlands indi- 
cate the moving of more. troops. to 
Belgium by the Germans. If the Ger- 
mans are continuing the defensive réle 
in the west it is obviously to their ad- 
vantage to spread reports of the ar- 
rival of large reinforcements. 

The sinking of the British steamer 
Melachite three miles: from Havre will 
cause the British much anxiety. in 
connection with their transport serv- 
ice. to France. The troop ships are 
peculiarly vulnerable to naval attack. 
If a submarine should appear in a 
fleet of transports it might inflict an 
immeénse disaster. The British supply: 
service will then be seriously ham- 
pered until some protection against 
this danger is devised. 

This is the object toward. which the 
Germans have been working through- 
out their campaign in Belgium, By 
gaining a port close to the English 
Channel they will shorten the cruising 
distance for their submarines, and thus 
increase their chances in their raids 
against the enemy’s fleet: 

In view of the repeated statements 
about the mining of the Straits of 
Dover and the coasts of the North Sea, 
the question is raised as to how the 
German submarines are able to make 
their way through the mine fields. 
The ordinary mine field is placed to 
catch only vessels of more than twenty 
feet draught. This requires that the 
mines shall be attached to ‘their cables 
in such a way as.to float at about 20 
feet below the surface. For a deep 
channel like that of the Stratts of 
Dover, it is practically impossible to 
Plan enough mines to catch a vessel at 
any depth at which it may travel. The 
submarine can drop below the upper 
layer of mines, and stay above those 
that would probably be on or near the 
bottom. In this way it stands a good 
chance of getting through unharmed. 

Further reports from Russia show 
more clearly the extent of the Russian 
success’ in Poland. -The Germans 
prosecuted their campaign according to 
a Gefinite plan. Their dash to Lowicz 
was. to draw the Russians north -in 
defense of Warsaw, while the ad- 
vance of the Austrians toward Pilica 
and Miechow was to weaken still fur- 
ther the Russian centre in the defense 
of this flank. The attack from Wielun 
toward Piotrkow was then launched 
with the object of breaking through, so 
that in combination with the German 
forces in the north the two attacks 
might destroy the Russian right wing. 

Apparently the Russians put up a 
much. stronger resistance than was 
expected. Instead of being forced to 





make a rapid retreat on Warsaw, 
they miassed their forces near Piotr- 
kow. The German attack on the cen- 
tre ‘was repulsed, and. this Russian 
force then turned. north between Lodz 
and the Warthe River, on the flank 
of the main German invasion to the 


-Morth. The attack proved greater 


than the Germans could resist, but 
part of their forces had advanced too 
far to escape. 


Russians’ opposition. on the direct 

_front was an advantage for them in 
that it encouraged the Germans to 
over-extend. their forces. By break- 
ing through west of Lodz thé Russians 
not only cut off part of the German 
troops that had reached the railroad 
to the east; but they have also brought 
to bear upon the. forces to.the north 
&@ pressure to force them to’ fall back 
rapidly in order to avoid a like fate. 

In the Cracow region the- Austrians 
have advanced on the north to Pilica, 
Wolbrom, and Miechow, about twenty 
miles: from the Galician border. But 

. to the east of Cracow, according to. an 
-unconfirmed rumor’ from Amsterdam, 
the Russians have advanced to within 
twelve miles of the fortress. It is un- 
likely’ that operations in this field will 
be- more: energetically pressed by the 
Russians until they have completed 
their campaign against the German in- 
‘yasion in Northwestern Poland. Both 
the Austrians and Russians claim suc- 
cesses in this district; it cannot yet 
be told which has secured the ad- 
vantage. °

Public sentiment in Japan is enthu- 
siastic in support of the war, and not 
at all averse to the sending of an army 
to Burope, according’ to Prince Ferdi- 
Mand of France, Duc de ‘Montpensier, 
‘brother and feir’of the Duke of Orleans, 
head of the Bourbon house of France.

LONDON, Nov. 26.—George Bernard 
Shaw has written a letter to The Daily 
Citizen, organ of the Labor Party, com- 
Pplaining of its publication of criticisms 
of his pamphlet ‘‘ Common Sense About 
the War.” Mr. Shaw says that, prop- 
erly handled, this war can be led to a 
victory, not only over Germany, but for 
democracy over its worst enemies both 
at home and abroad. He says: 

“I have shown that there is a tre- 
mendous case for pushing this war to 
a victory over Prussia from the labor 
point of view and that it is being spoiled 
by the official case, which is a one, 
I have stood for a brave and straight 
democratic fighting case and for an 
energetic pushing of interests of labor 
and democracy now that a formidable 
emergency has at last given to serious 
men an opportunity of making them- 
selves -theard above the din of party 
twaddie, In short, I have put my best 
brains and skill at the service of the 
labor cause. 

“ When I am repudiated by The Daily 
Citizen I am repudiated -by the labor 
party and trade union movement and it 
becomes open to anti-labor papers to 
declare that I am utterly ignorant of 
the aims and sympathies of democracy, 
that the labor movement is whole- 
heartedly in favor of Sir Edward Grey 
and his foreign methods and of Mr. As- 
quith and his home methods; that Labor 

es no claim for representation at 
the War Office and has no objection to 
@ system imported from Prussia under 
which soldiers are denied all ordinary 
civil rights and that when our men in 
the trenches have won a victory with 
their blood and our substance, we shall 
be perfectly content to have terms of 
ce settled behind our backs by Sir 
ward Grey and to go on humbly and 
obediently until he sends us to the 
trenches again without consulting us.”’ 

“Now, before I sit down under all 
this with my usual patience, I should 
like to know whether those who read 
The Daily Citizen, those for whom it is 
understood to speak and those by whose 
efforts and sacrifices it was established 
and -is being carried on under great dif- 
ficulties, really mean all this and ap- 
prove of my being stabbed by their 
paper in the back when I am making a 
stand for them at a-crisis when such 
stands, never very easy to make, are 
exceptionally difficult and even a little 
dangerous. If so, I know where I am 
and can continue to cry out in the wil- 
derness without making any pretense 
that the contemptuous estimate of my 
Personal character and a detesta- 
tion of my aims and opinions expressed 
by the baser sort of capitalist papers 
are not thoroughly shared by the work- 
ing classes and even by Socialists. 

“If, on the other hand,,I have some 
support in the labor movement, now is 
the time for my supporters to protest 
against the attack on me. I do not ex- 
pect any man to commit himself to 
every sentence I write, because I can- 
not expect any, man to spend as much 
time and thought over that sentence as 
I, or to take the world as I Know it.

PARIS, Nov. 26.—Under the heading 
“‘ The Friend of France,” Gabriel Hano- 
taux in The Figaro voices the general 
‘regret over Ambassador Herrick’s de- 
parture. After recognizing the Ambas- 
sador’s ‘popularity before the war as 
only equaled by the success with which 
he has fulfilled his manifold duties since 
the outbreak, he continues:

About 100 anarchists, many of them 
prominent in demonstrations recently 
conducted by the Berkman group, were 
surprised by detectives last night while 
they were holding a meeting in a cellar 
at 301 Hast 106th Street.

They were 
told it was a simple little lecture in 
Italian, and they would be very -wel- 
come to remain. The detectives sat 
down, and so long as they were there 
the lecturer kept on a monotonous flow 
of Italian, while his hearers supesret 
to be listening intently. 

The detectives and two policemen, 
who had joined them, grew tired of the 
dull talk. in a language they could not 
understand, and made for the . door. 
Anarchists followed them until they 
were half a block away in Second Ave- 
nue, and then there was a commotion 
in the centre of the hall. 

A young man was hustled through the 
door, with two. husky anarchists, who 
had. figured in raids upon Tarrytown, 
behind him. 

“He's a. stool pigeon for the police,’’ 
extlaimed Hartman, ‘‘and a cheap one 
at that. He only gets coffee and sink- 
ers for his pay. We put him out, not 
because we have anything: to conceal, 
but. because we don’t like his smirky 
smile.”’

OUR HEALTHY ARMY. 

It is most* encouraging to learn 

from “the annual report of Surgeon 
General Gorcas that. ‘our arniy, 
though small, is surprisingly healthy 
and that the meahs-of keeping it’ so 
exist and will be maintained. Gen. 
GorGas .shows that. there is no 
healthier army in the" world, and 
healthy soldiers. are good soldiers. 
There are defects, of course, in ‘the 
medical branch of the army. The 
Surgeon General thinks that the Hos- 
pital Corps needs, .upbuilding. Its 
nurses, pharmacists, and cooks should 
be tter paid, as there’ are always 
plenty of profitable openings ‘for 
workers of that’ kind in civil life. But 
that is a detail. The point is that 
we have ‘learned our lesson since 
1898, we know how.to keep. our: sol- 
diers healthy: in the tropics, we have 
almost eradicated. the evil. of in- 
temperance, ‘and we have greatly 
reduced the danger of -preventable 
disease. “With unpreventable dis- 
eases the military: men, of course, 
have very little to do. 
“The duty of doctors in the army, 
as well as out of it, nowadays is to 
prevent ‘sickness ‘as:‘much as to ‘re- 
Heve it. Gen. Gorcas_ believes that 
the Medical Corps should. be larger 
and that medical officers should have 
educational. ‘advantages commensu- 
rate with those of the officers of other 
branches since the establishment of 
the army’s educational system when 
Mr. Root was Secretary ‘of War. 
Gen, Gorcas may well take pride in 
the fact that it ‘has been ‘largely 
through his own éfforts ‘that ‘our sol- 
diers, -beyond: our continental. limits, 
have been kept ‘in good physical con- 
dition. He has made existence im the 
tropics less. dangerous for all white 
men. To have,’a small army of mien 
who are well, and have the méans 
of. keeping wel, is better for any 
-|country than to have a large army 
containing many weaklings. It is a 
pity that we cannot extend all the 
benefits of army hygiene and inspec- 
tion to, our citizen soldiery | in. all the 
States,” upon: whom’ ‘we iiust. rely, at 
present,“ ‘a8 ‘our. only” aitective *re- 
serve. :

That; these suggestions are -war- 
ranted appears from the condition of 
Cers| insolvency ‘of ‘the Wisconsin insur- 
ance fund at this time.

This moderate balance on 
the wrong side of the account would 
be met by incoming premiums, which 
would make a credit balance of 
$48,459, were it not for the fact that 
there is a demand for $106,800 for 
loss on State buildings.

The embarrassment in Wisconsin 
is not confined to the insurance busi- 
ness in which.the State has engaged. 
The, Normal School Regents declare 
that it will. be impossible to proceed 
with their building unless the State 
makes the fire loss good. ._ That isa 
rough’ jolt for State insurance in 
Wisconsin. The friends of State in- 
surance in New York ought to be 
the first to protect our new system 
from regrettable incidents. during ‘its 
infancy. If all goes well there is no 
telling how far the venture may 
grow. If there -should be a deficit 
due to insufficient experience it would 
be'a cause for regret that the State 
did not practice the prudence which 
the State counsels to private com- 
panies. 


JUSTICE HOLMES’S OPINION. 

Justice Houmes denies, as Justice 
LaMar had previously denied it, the 
writ of error which would transfer 
the case of Leo FRANK of Atlanta, to 
the Supreme Court. He holds that 
he is bound by the decision of the 
Georgia Supreme Court that the mo- 
tion to set aside the verdict on the 
ground of FRANK’s absence from the 
courtroom at the time it was ren- 
dered comes too late. But now, from 
the lips of this jurist; for the first 
time in the proceedings taken after 
conviction, we have an expression of 
interest in the human as apart from 
the technical considerations of the 
case. In his statement of reasons 
for the decision given Justice HoLMzs 
says: ; ° 


- 








I understand I am to assume that the 
allegations of fact In the motion to set 
aside are true. On those facts I very 
seriously doubt if the petitioner 
(Frank) has had due process of law— 
not on account of his absence when 
the verdict was rendered so much as 
because of the trial taking place in the 
presence of a hostile demonstration 
and seemingly dangerous crowd. 

This remark belongs to that. class 
of: observations from the Bench which 
aré described as being “so because 
the Judge ‘said: so The - conditions 
described by Justice HoumzEs, how- 
ever, are known by everybody to: be 
go,” they were “so” before he re- 
ferred to them. It is indisputably 
true that the trial took place “in the 
presence of a hostile demonstration,” 
it is true that there was in Atlanta 
at the time of the trial.a “‘ seemingly 
dangerous crowd.” It was so danger- 
ous ‘that the militia were held in 

readiness and -court and counsel 

agreed that FRaNnK should not be in 
the courtroom when the verdict was 
rendered, as they feared that in cage 
of acquittal he might be lynched. 

Justice Houmes. deserves the high- 
est commendation for this human de- 
parture from: the dry legal formula, 
for this evidence that he takes ac- 
count of a consideration far above 
and beyond all technicalities of the 
law, since it involves the whole pur- 
pose of the law, justice. In this ut- 
terance Justice Hotmms gives ex- 
pression to ‘the thought that is in 
the minds of the whole public out- 
side of Atlanta. -By these words we 
are confident he has saved the life 
of an innocent man condemned to 
death because of the clamor of 4 
community that seemed to have gone 
mad through passion and prejudice. 








THE BOARD OF EDUCATION, 

Hara-kiri cannot be. expected to be 
likéd by ‘the.

THE WOMEN WHO KNIT. 

While the musicians play BEETHO- 
VEN and SainT-SaENs in the con- 
cert halls these days in New York, 
while the morning lecturers impart 
information relating to past or cur- 
rent history cr the arts, the women 
in the audiences knit caps and socks 
and body bands for the soldiers in 
the trenches in France and Belgium. 
This, it seems, is an entirely new de- 
velopment in metropolitan iife; even 
the sympathy aroused under the 
powerful influence of the Sanitary 
Commission in the civil war was 
never quite so picturesquely mani- 
fested. There has been some little 
discontent expressed about the discord- 
ant effect of the click of knitting 
needles while the violins are piaying 
delicate passages, but we doubt if it 
is justifiable. The needles do not 
click loudly, if they actually click at 
all. Mme. Defarge and her fellow 
harridans in the French Revolution 
plied their needles with vehemence, 
to be sure, but they were not knitting 
to relieve affliction, but quite the re- 
verse. ae 

The knitting women in New. York 
are doing much good and it is not 
only at the concerts and lectures that 
they manufacture the comforters for 
the soldiers. They all work many 
hours in every day, and if their com- 
bined output is not as large as a 
knitting mill or two could produce in 
much less time, it must be remem- 
bered that the mills are working, too, 
and that these contraptions of woolen 
yarn are invaluable to fighting men 
in cold weather. Therefore, the newly 
established.custom is commendable 
from any point of view and the few 
malcontents’ must reconcile them- 
selves to the recurrence of the very 
soft clicking, perlaps largely imagin- 
ary, as an accompaniment to the sym- 
phony and sonata. The knitting is 
entirely neutral. The socks and bands 
go to the soldiers of all the fighting 
nations. It is a significant. illustra- 
tion of the feeling that has been 
aroused in the United States by the 





war in Europe, the feeling that it is| 


the duty of all the people of all the 
nations to do all they can to relieve 
the suffering war entails without re- 
gard to causes of the conflict.

This is a statement enigmatic only in 
form, for nobody can have any: diffi- 
culty in finding its significance. If Mr. 
Herrick did make it,.which is more than 
doubtful,..as he is a man of prudence 
and discretion, it was done in such cir- 
cumstances as are held by every diplo- 
matist to justify a prompt and vigorous 
repudiation, The accepted theory is that 
when a thing not said for publication is 
published, it was not said at all, and can 
honestly be denied. 

So the sternly virtuous fair sex, with- 
out a single twinge of their delicate con- 
sciences, will cause it to be said to an 
unwelcome visitor that they are “ not 
‘at home,” though they are, and honest 
men, when assailed by a would-be bor- 
rower, have been known solemnly to 
asseverate pennilessness, actual or ap- 
proximate, merely because they had no 
money they wanted to lend. in response 
to that particular appeal. The mental 
reservation is an ever present help in 
time of embarrassment. 


One of our correspon- 
dents sees inconsistency 
in the fact that while 
this country is contrib- 
uting millions to relieve 
the sufferings caused by war, it is at 
the same time selling huge quantities of 
arms and ammunition to be’ used in 
making more sufferers in need of relief. 

There is something of the inconsistent 
in that, but not a bit more than in any- 
thing done to mitigate and restrict the 
havoc of war. It is obvious, for in- 
stance, that when you fail to kill a man 
at the first shot, you should in consist- 
ency finish him off if you get another 
chance at him. On the contrary, you 
are expected to treat him as tenderly as 
a brother till he recovers from his 
wound. After that, shoot him again, 
preferably with better aim. And, though 
it is permissible to reduce the numbers 
of ** the enemy ’’ as much and as rapidly 
as possible, with bullets of one sort, it 
is quite wicked to use the bullets that 
would make the quickest and most ef- 
fective job of the slaughter. 

It is unreasonable to expect war to be 
reasonable—as unreasonable as it is to 
expect anybody with something to sell 
not to sell it when he gets a chance. 
Some day, perhaps—but there! for the 
present, at least, business is business, 
and only unpractical dreamers criticise 
the doing of what the law Permits, Con- 
sistency is all right in its pretty little 
acadethic way, but convenience and prof- 
it are realities...

Dynamite for Subway Digging Is 

Stored in Bowling Green Park. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I should like to call your attention to the 
attitude of the Public Service Commission 
with reference to the storage of dynamite 
in congested places in New York City in 
connection with the construction of the new 
subways. 

Bowling Green Park; which ought to be 
sacred ground because of its ‘historical im- 
portance, has been designated for the purpose 
of making it a little more convenient, I pre- 
sume, for the contractors who have in oharge 
a certain section of the subway work. About 
half the north end of the park has been 
taken, fenced in, and used as a storage yard. 
There is no opening. for tunnel excavations 
intended, so far as I can Giscover. It. is 
simply used for the storage of lumber, &c. 
Within this inclosure there is another 
smaller one in which they store dynamite, 
This dynamite is not more than ten feet re- 
moved from where the Broadway cars con- 
tinually pass, and not more than an equal 
distance from where thousands of people 
using the Subway pass to and fro every day. 
It is directly opposite the Produce Exchange 
Bank and quite close to the Seaboard Na- 
tional Bank, .and seems to me a great mén- 
ace, entirely unnecessary,

Plans are being matured by the represent- 
ative body of music teachers of this State 
for approaching the next Legislature with 
@ proposal. for the regulation of all methods 
of musical instruction. This subject is of 
sufficient importance to merit some attention 
from the general public, The editor of a 
leading musical weekly has indeed secured 
the support of many disinterested people in 
‘favor of a suggestion for the compulsory reg~- 
istration of music teachers, a sworn state- 
ment of the teacher‘s course of preparatory 
study being demanded in every case. Those 
familiar with the subject are, however, 
aware that the only. real. dissatisfaction at 
present is confined to the department of vocal 
training. All the other branches of musical 
instruction have their recognized standards, 
and charges of fake, incompetent, and fraud 
are exchanged only by the vocal teachers. 

If the reputable vocal teachers want leg- 
islative regulation of their profession, they 
ought first to “agree among themselves on & 
standard method of instruction. Hven a 
small organization, comprising only the most 
prominent instructors, might wield an influ- 
ence comparable to that of the County Med- 
ical Society, if it could unite on a definite 
standard of instruction. But every attempt 
to secure united action by a body of this 
kind has failed because of utter disagreement 
as to the fundamental principles of vocal 
cultivation. Where no two masters can 
agree, the Legislature can ‘hardly be expected 
to adjust all the points of contention. 

. Regulation of the kind proposed, based on 
affidavits stating with what masters each 
teacher had studied, would be.of little value, 
What the profession needs is some original 
thinkers to guide it into the right path. A 
system of compulsory registration would have 
exactly the opposite effect; it would restrict 
the activities of the profession to a continued 
groping along the routes which have brought 
it to the present chaotic state.

arterial and venous system for embalming 
purposes, removes all clots, changes the 
blackened surfaces to red, and permits the 
free circulation of embalming fluids through 
the entire system. It is the habit of cigar- 
ette smokers to ‘inhale the smoke and in the 
lungs -this gas is presented to the arterial 
system and the change in the chemical con- 
dition of the blood produces the deterioration 
characteristic of the cigarette’ smoker as coh- 
tradistinguished ‘from the pipe or cigar 
smoker. As the latter rarely inhale the 
smoke they do not suffer serious effects.

When George W. Perkins, Chairman 
of the Mayor's Committee on ‘Food Stip- 
ply goes to the Legislature to advocate 
@ bill-which will create a Market Depart- 
ment in this city, he will have a fight 
on his hands, according to Borough 
President Marks, who sees in the pro- 
posed bill an attempt to wrest authority 
from the Borough Presidents. Lined up 
against the measure will be the five 
Borough Presidents, “and these, Mr. 
Marks said yesterday, will advocate a 
Pill creating another form’ 6f -market 
department, the -principal feature of 
which will be that the Market Board 
will consist of the Borough President. 
The Perkins. bill, as outlined, provides 
that the Market Board shall be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor. - 

“This Administration,” Mr. Marks 
says,” has been engaged in taking away 
the authority. of those who should govern 
borough affairs. Centralization of au- 
thority in the bill as outlined by Mr. 
Perkins’s committee seems to mean tak- 
Ing authority from the departments 
equipped ..to exercise it and centralizing 
it in a board appointed by the Mayor. 
The proposed amendinent is modeled 
upon the report miade by Cyrus C. Mil- 
ler, who headed the Market Commission 
appointed. by Mayor Gaynor. The plan 
to establish a so-called Market Depart- 
ment with five!Commissioners appointed 
by the Mayor. will mean the expenditure 
of at least $100,000 a year. 

*“*T believe in a market board, but not 
oné appointed. by the Mayor. Who ars 
better qualified to serve as market heads 
than the Borough Presidents? Who 
know better the needs of the boroughs 
than they? Under the proposed amend- 
ment the Mayor can take away the Bor- 
ough President’s right-hand man in mar- 
ket planning just when things are going 
well.” 

The bill President Marks will advo- 
cate will provide for only a centraliza- 
tion of market control. It will, unlike 
the Perkins bill, give the Board of 
Health the right. of performing its func- 
tions, just as it will provide for the 
proper exercise of control by the Bureau 
of Weights and Measures, the Street 
Cleaning Department, the Finance De- 


partment and the other branches of the 
city Government. 

“The controller's office,’’ said Mr. 
Marks, “ will assume its proper. func- 
tion of collecting city revenue. It will 
have no power in apportioning stands, 


assigning market space, or fixing the 
amount of rent to be paid. In any pro- 
posed centralization of power there is 
no advantage to be gained in abrogat- 
ing the powers of the Health Depart-
